And after that he came, men also were 
saved by faith in his name; and by faith 
they became the sons of God. And as 
sure as Christ hveth, he spake these 
words unto our fathers, saying, What- 
soever thing ye shall ask the Father in 
my name, which is good, in faith believ- 
ing that ye shall receive, behold, it shall 
be done unto you. 

And Christ hath said, If ye will have 
faith in me, ye shall have power to do 
whatsoever thing is expedient in me. — 
Moroni vii: 21, 26, 33. 

Thus God has provided a means that 
men, through faith, might work mighty 
miracles; therefore he becometh a great 
benefit to his fellow beings. — Mostah 
v/'/V: 18. 

And he did minister many things unto 
them; and all of them cannot be written, 
and a part of them would not suffice; 
therefore they are not written in this 
book. And Nephi did minister with 
power and with great authority. 

And it came to pass that they were 
angry with him, even because he had 
greater power than they, for it were not 
possible that they could disbelieve his 
words, for so great was his faith on the 
Lord Jesus Cnrist, that angels did 
minister unto him da\Yy; 
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And in the name of Jesus did he cast By faith 
out devils and unclean spirits; and even Nephi raises 
his brother did he raise Irom the dead, the dead, 
after he had been stoned and suffered 
death by the people; 

And the people saw it, and did witness 
of it, and were angry with him, because 
of his power; and he did also do many 
more miracles, in the sight of the people, 
in the name of Jesus. — III. Nephi vii: 
17-20. 

And there were great and marvelous Miracles 
works wrought by the disciples of Jesus, wrought by 
insomuch that they did heal the sick, the disciples, 
and raise the dead, and cause the lame 
to walk, and the blind to receive sight, 
and the deaf to hear; and all manner of 
miracles did they work among the chil- 
dren of men; and in nothing did they 
work miracles save it were in the name 
of Jesus. — IV. Nephi i: 5. 

Now, behold, there were two thousand By faith two 
of these young men who entered into thousand 
this covenant, and took their weapons of 
war to defend their country. 

And they were all young men, and they 
were exceeding valiant for courage, and 
also for strength and activity; but be- 
hold this was not all: they were men who 
were true at all times in whatsoever 
thing they were entrusted; 

Yea, they were men of truth and sober- 
ness, for they had been taught to keep 
the commandments of God, and to walk 
uprightly before him. — illma liii: 18^

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But behold, my little band of two 
thousand and sixty, fought most desper- 
ately; yea, they were firm before the 
Lamanites, and did administer death unto 
all those who opposed them; 

Yea, and they did obey and observe to 
perfoim every word of command with 
exactness; yea, and even according to 
their faith it was done unto them; and I 
did remember the words which they said 
unto me, that their mothers had taught 
them. 

And it came to pass that there were 
two hundred, out of my two thousand and 
sixty, who had fainted because of the 
loss of blood; nevertheless, according to 
the goodness of God, and to our great 
astonishment, and also the foes of our 
whole army, there was not one soul of 
them who did perish; yea, and neither 
was there one soul among them who had 
not received many wounds. 

And now, their preservation was as- 
tonishing to our whole army; yea, that 
they should be spared, while there was 
a thousand ot our brethren who were 
slain. And we do justly ascribe it to 
the miraculous power of God, because of 
their exceeding faith in that which they 
had been taught to believe, that there 
was a just God; and whosoever did not 
doubt, that they should be preserved by 
his marvelous power. — Alma Ivii: 19, 21, 
25-26. 
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FAITH AND WORKS. 
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Therefore, I would that you should be 
steadfast and immovable, always abound- 
ing in good works, that Christ, the Lord 
God Omnipotent, may seal you his, that 
you may be brought to heaven, that ye 
may have everlasting salvation and eter- 
nal life, through the wisdom, and power, 
and justice, and mercy of him, who 
created all things, in heaven and in 
earth, who is God above all. Amen. — 
Mosiah v: 15. 

And now, my son, remember the words 
which I have spoken unto you; trust 
not those secret plans unto this people, 
but teach them an everlasting hatred 
against sin and iniquity; 

Preach unto them repentance, and 
faith on the Lord Jesus Christ; teach 
them to humble themselves, and to be 
meek and lowly in heart; teach them to 
withstand every temptation of the devil, 
with their faith on the Lord Jesus Christ; 

Teach them never to be weary of good 
works, but to be meek and lowly in 
heart; lor such shall find rest to their 
souls. — Alma xxxvii: 32-34. 

And it is requisite with the justice of 
God, that men should be judged accord- 
ing to their works; and if their works 
were good in this life, and the desires 
of their hearts were good, that they 
should also, at the last day, be restored 
unto that which is good; 

And if their works are evil, they shall 

be restored unto him for evil; therefore, 

all things shall be lestoie^ \.o \\\^\r 
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proper order; everything to its natural Words of 
frame; mortality raised to immortality; Alma, 
corruption to incorruption; raised to 
endless happiness, to inherit the king- 
dom of God, or to endless misery, to in*- 
herit the kingdom ot the devil, the one 
on one hand, the other on the other; 

The one raised to happiness according 
to his desires of happiness; or good, 
according to his desires of good; and 
the other evil according to his desires of 
evil; for as he has desired to do evil all 
the day long, even so shall he have his 
reward of evil when the night cometh. — 
Alma xli: 5-5. 

Therefore prepare ye the way of the Rewarded 
Lord, for the time is at hand that all according tc 
men shall reap a reward of their works, our works. 
according to that which they have been: 
if they have been righteous, they shall 
reap the salvation of their souls, accord- 
ing to the power and deliverance of Jesus 
Christ: and if they have been evil, they 
shall reap the damnation of their souls, 
according to the power and captivation 
of the devil.

For behold, if ye have procrastinated 
the day of your repentance, even until 
death, behold, ye have become subjected 
to the spirit of the devil, and he doth 
seal you his; therefore, the Spirit of the 
Lord hath withdrawn from you, and 
hath no place in you, and hath all power 
over you; and this is the final state of 
the wicked. — Alma xxxiv: 32-35.

And it came to pass that after Mosiah Marriage 
had done as his father had commanded among 
him, and had made a proclamation the Nephites 
throughout all the land, that the people 
gathered themselves together throughout 
all the land, that they might go up to 
the temple to hear the words which king 
Benjamin should speak unto them. 

And it came to pass that when they 
came up to the temple, they pitched 
their tents round about, ever^ rcv^xv -&*> 
cording to his family, consistm^ oi \*v% 
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wife, and his sons, and his daughters 
and their sons, and their daughters, from 
the eldest down to the youngest, every 
family being separate one from another. — 
Mosiah ii: 1,5.

Marriage And it came to pass that he commanded 

among that their little children should be 
be Nephites brought. 

So they brought their little children 
and sat them down upon the ground 
round about him, and Jesus stood in the 
midst; and the multitude gave way till 
they had all been brought unto him. 

And he spake unto the multitude, and 
saith unto them, behold your little ones. 

And as they looked to behold, they 
cast their eyes towards heaven, and they 
saw the heavens open, and they saw 
angels descending out of heaven as it 
were, in the midst of fire; and they came 
down and encircled those little ones 
about, and they were encircled about 
with fire; and the angels did minister 
unto them, 

And the multitude did see and hear 
and bear record; and they know that 
their record is true for they all of them 
did see and hear, every man for himself; 
and they were in number about two 
thousand and five hundred souls; and 
they did consist of men, women, and 
children.— III. Nephi xvii: 11-12, 23-25. 
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For behold it came to pass that the Lehi called 
Lord spake unto my father, yea, even in of God. 
a dream, and said unto him, Blessed 
art thou Lehi, because of the things 
which thou hast done; and because thou 
hast been faithful and declared unto this 
people the things which I commanded 
thee, behold they seek to take away thy 
life. — I. Nephi ii: 1. 

And it came to pass that the Lord Nephi callec 
spake unto me, saying, Blessed art thou, and chosen 
Nephi, because of thy faith, for thou tobearulei 
hast sought me diligently, with lowli- and teacher 
ness of heart. 

And inasmuch as thou shalt keep my 
commandments, thou shalt be made a 
ruler and a teacher over thy brethren. — 
I. Nephi ii: 19, 22. 

And it came to pass as they smote us 
with a rod, behold an angel of the Lord 
came and stood before them, and he 
spake unto them, saying, Why do ye 
smite your younger brother with a rod? 
Know ye not that the Lord hath chosen 
him to be a ruler over you, and this be- 
cause of your iniquities? Behold ye 
shall go up to Jerusalem again, and the 
Lord will deliver Laban into your 
hands. — I. Nephi Hi: 29. 

And behold, the words of the Lord 
had been fulfilled unto nvy bt^Yvx^.* 
which he spake concerning ihetft, X^vaX \ 
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should be their ruler and their teacher; 
wherefore, I had been their fuler and their 
teacher, according to the commandments 
of the Lord, until the time they sought 
to take away my life. — 77. Nephi v: 19. 

And it came to pass that I, Nephi, 
did consecrate Jacob and Joseph, that 
they should be priests and teachers over 
the land of my people. — II. Nephi v: 26. 

Behold, my beloved brethren, I, Jacob, 
having been called of God, and ordained 
after the manner of his holy order, and 
having been consecrated by my brother 
Nephi, unto whom ye look as a king or 
a protector, and on whom ye depend for 
safety, behold ye know that I have 
spoken unto you exceeding many things. 
— //. Nephi vi: 2. 

And it came to pass that there was a 
man among them whose name was 
Abinadi; and he went forth among them, 
and began to prophesy, saying, Behold, 
thus saith the Lord, and thus hath he 
commanded me, saying, Go forth and 
say unto this people, thus saith the Lord: 
Wo be unto this people, for I have seen 
their abominations, and their wicked- 
ness, and their whoredoms; and except 
they repent, I will visit them in mine 
anger. — Mosiah xi: 20. 

Now it came to pass that after the 
sons of Mosiah had done all these things, 
they took a small number with them, and 
returned to their father, the king, and 
desired of him that he would grant unto 
them, that they might, ^w\t\\ tYvos^ -w\vom 
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they had selected, go up to the land of 
Nephi, that they might preach the things 
which they had heard, and that they 
might impart the word of God to their 
brethren, the Lamanites. 

And king Mosiah went and inquired 
of the Lord, if he would let his sons go 
up among the Lamanites to preach the 
word. 

And the Lord said unto Mosiah, Let 
them go up, for many shall believe on 
their words, and they shall have eternal 
life; and I will deliver thy sons out of 
the hands of the Lamanites.— Mosiah 
xxviii: I, 6-7. 

But this is not all; they had given 
themselves to much prayer and fasting, 
therefore they had the Spirit of prophecy, 
and the Spirit of revelation, and when 
they taught, they taught with power and 
authority of God. — Alma xviii: 3. 

Yea, and there was continual peace 
among them, and exceeding great pros- 
perity in the church because of their 
heed and diligence which they gave unto 
the word of God, which was declared 
unto them by Helaman, and Shiblon, 
and Corianton, and Ammon and his 
brethren, &c. : yea, and by all those who 
had been ordained by the holy order of 
God, being baptized unto repentance, 
and sent forth to preach among the 
people, &c. — Alma xlix: 30. 

And again the Lord called others, and 
said unto them likewise *, aivd \\e ^aN*. 
unto them power to baptize, K^Ve, 
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said unto them, On this wise shall ye 
baptize; and there shall be no disputa- 
tions among you. 

And to Verily I say unto you, that whoso re- 

baptize, penteth of his sins through your words, 
and desireth to be baptized in my name, 
on this wise shall ye baptize them: be- 
hold ye shall go down and stand in the 
water, and in my name shall ye baptize 
them. 

And now behold, these are the words 
which ye shall say, calling them by name, 
saying, 

Having authority given me of Jesus 
Christ, I baptize you in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen. 

And then shall ye immerse them in 
the water, and come forth again out of 
the water. — III. Nephi xi: 22-26. 

And now it came to pass that Alma 
took Helam, he being one of the first, 
and went and stood forth in the water, 
and cried, saying, O Lord, pour out thy 
Spirit upon thy servant, that he may do 
this work with holiness of heart. 

And when he had said these words, 
the Spirit of the Lord was upon him, 
and he said, Helam, I baptize thee, 
having authority from the Almighty God, 
as a testimony that ye have entered into 
a covenant to serve him until you are 
dead, as to the mortal body; and may 
the Spirit of the Lord be poured out 
upon you; and may he grant unto you 
^ eternal life, through the tedem^tion of 
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Christ, whom he has prepared from the 
foundation of the world. — Mosiah xviii: 
12-13.

And it came to pass that when Jesus 
had made an end of these sayings, he Holy Ghos 
touched with his hand the disciples 
whom he had chosen, one by one, even 
until he had touched them all, and spake 
unto them as he touched them; 

And the multitude heard not the words 
which he spake, therefore they did not 
bear record; but the disciples bear 
record that he gave them power to give 
the Holy Ghost. And I will shew unto 
you hereafter that this record is true. — 
III. Nephi xviii: 36-37. 

The words of Christ, which he spake 
unto his disciples, the twelve whom he had 
chosen, as he laid his hands upon them. 

And he called them by name, saying, 
Ye shall call on the Father, in my name, 
in mighty prayer; and after ye have done 
this, ye shall have power that on him 
whom ye shall lay your hands, ye shall 
give the Holy Ghost; and in my name 
shall ye give it, for thus do mine apostles. 

Now Christ spake these words unto 
them at the time of his first appearing; 
and the multitude heard it not, but the 
disciples heard it; and on as many as 
they laid their hands, fell the Holy 
Ghost. — Moroni ii: 1-3. 

The manner which the disciples, who 
were called the Elders of the church, 
ordained Priests and Teachers. 

After they had prayed unto t\\fc Y ^\>c\fcx 
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in the name of Christ, they laid their 
hands upon them, and said, 

In the name of Jesus Christ I ordain 
you to be a Priest; (or, if he be a 
Teacher,) I ordain you to be a Teacher, 
to preach repentance and remission of 
sins through Jesus Christ, by the endur- 
ance of faith on his name to the end. 

And after this manner did they ordain 
Priests and Teachers, according to the 
gifts and callings of God unto men; and 
they ordained them by the power of the 
Holy Ghost, which was in them. — Moroni

And now it came to pass that after 
Alma had made an end of speaking unto 
the people of the church, which was 
established in the city of Zarahemla,. be 
ordained Priests and Elders, by laying 
on his hands according to the order of 
God, to preside and watch over the 
church.

Wherefore I, Jacob, gave unto them 
these words as I taught them in the 
temple, having firstly obtained mine 
errand from the Lord. 

For I, Jacob, and my brother Joseph, 
had been consecrated Priests and Teach- 
ers of this people, by the hand of 
Nephi. — Jacob i: 17-18. 
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And it came to pass that as the dis- Name of tit 
ciples of Jesus were journeying and Church— ti 
were preaching the things which they Church 01 
had both heard and seen, and were bap- Jesus Chris 
tizing in the name of Jesus, it -came to 
pass that the disciples were gathered 
together, and were united in mighty 
prayer and fasting. 

And Jesus again shewed himself unto 
them, for they were praying unto the 
Father in his name; and Jesus came and 
stood in the midst of them, and said 
unto them, What will ye that I shall 
give unto you? 

And they said unto him, Lord we will 
that thou wouldst tell us the name 
whereby we shall call this church; for 
there are disputations among the people 
concerning this matter. 

And the Lord said unto them, Verily, 
verily I say unto you, why is it that the 
people should murmur and dispute be- 
cause of this thing? 

Therefore whatsoever ye shall do, ye 
shall do it in my name; therefore ye 
shall call the church in my name; and 
ye shall call upon the Father in my name, 
that he will bless the church for my sake; 

And how be it my church, save it be 
called in my name? for if a church be 
called in Moses 1 name, then \\. bfc ^cys^ 
church; or if it be called \n tYve Ttaxckfe o\ 
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a man, then it be the church of a man; 
but if it be called in my name, then it 
is my church, if it so be that they are 
built upon my gospel. — 771. Nephi xxvii: 
1-4, 7-8. 

And I saw the heavens open, and the 
Lamb of God descending out of heaven; 
and he came down and shewed himself 
unto them. 

And I also saw and bear record, that 
the Holy Ghost fell upon twelve others; 
and they were ordained of God, and 
chosen. — 7. Nephi xii: 6-7. 

And it came to pass that when Jesus 
had spoken these words unto Nephi, and 
to those who had been called, (now the 
number of them who had been called, 
and received power and authority to 
baptize, were twelve,) and behold he 
stretched forth his hand unto the multi- 
tude, and cried unto them, saying, 
Blessed are ye if ye shall give heed unto 
the words of these twelve whom I have 
chosen from among you to minister unto 
you, and to be your servants; and unto 
them I have given power, that they may 
baptize you with water; and after that 
ye are baptized with water, behold I 
will baptize you with fire and with the 
Holy Ghost; therefore blessed are ye if 
ye shall believe in me, and be baptized, 
after that ye have seen me and know 
that I am. — 77/. Nephi xii: i. 
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And it came to pass that on the mor- Names of 
row, when the multitude was gathered the Twelve, 
together, behold, Nephi and his brother 
whom he had raised from the dead, 
whose name was Timothy, and also his 
son, whose name was Jonas, and also Ma- 
thoni, and Mathonihah, his brother, and 
Kumen, and Kumenonhi, and Jeremiah, 
and Shemnon, and Jonas, and Zedekiah, 
and Isaiah; now these were the names 
of the disciples whom Jesus had chosen. 
And it came to pass that they went forth 
and stood in the midst of the multi- 
tude. — III Nephi xix\ 4. 

And there were exceeding many pro- 
phets among us. And the people were 
a stiffnecked people, hard to under- 
stand. — Enos i: 22. 

Now it was the custom among all the 
Nephites, to appoint for their chief cap- 
tains, save it were in their times of 
wickedness, some one that had the Spirit 
of revelation, and also prophecy; there- 
fore this Gidgiddoni was a great prophet 
among them, and also was the Chief 
Judge. — ///. Nephi Hi: ip. 

Now Ammon said unto him, I can 
assuredly tell thee, O king, of a man that 
can translate the records; for he has 
wherewith that he can look, and trans- 
late all records that are of ancient date; 
and it is a gift from God. And the 
things are called interpreters, and no 
man can look in them, except he be 
commanded, lest he should look iot >taa\ 
he ought not, and he should pet\s\\. KtA 
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whosoever is commanded to look in them, 
the same is called seer. 

And behold, the king of the people 
who is in the land of Zarahemla, is the 
man that is commanded to do these things 
and who has this high gift from God. 

And the king said, that a seer is 
greater than a prophet. 

And Ammon said, that a seer is a 
revelator and a prophet also; and a gift 
which is greater can no man have, ex- 
cept he should possess the power of God, 
which no man can; yet a man may have 
great power given him from God. 

But a seer can know of things which 
have past, and also of things which are 
to come, and by them shall all things be 
revealed, or, rather, shall secret things 
be made manifest, and hidden things 
shall come to light, and things which 
are not known shall be made known by 
them, and also things shall be made 
known by them which otherwise could 
not be known. — Mosiah viii\ 13-17* 

And it came to pass that they were 
brought before the Priests, and delivered 
up unto the Priests by the Teachers; 
and the Priests brought them before 
Alma, who was the High Priest. — Mosiah 
xxvi: 7. 

Now as I said concerning the holy 
order of this High Priesthood: there 
were many who were ordained and be- 
came High Priests of God; and it was 
on account of their exceeding faith and 
repentance, and their i\&Yrt.eo\i*Ttf^ W 
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fore God, they choosing to repent and 
work righteousness, rather than to 
perish. — Alma xiii: 10. 

Now this was the cause of much afflic- Elders, 
tion to Alma, yea, and to many of the 
people whom Alma had consecrated to 
be Teachers, and Priests, and Elders 
over the church; yea, many of them were 
sorely grieved for the wickedness which 
they saw had begun to be among their 
people. 

And he selected a wise man who was 
among the Elders of the church, and 
gave him power according to the voice 
of the people, that he might have power 
to enact laws; according to the laws 
which had been given, and to put them 
in force, according to the wickedness 
and the crimes of the people. — Alma iv\ 

And now I speak concerning baptism. 
Behold, Elders, Priests, and Teachers 
were baptized; and they were not bap- 
tized, save they brought forth fruit meet 
that they were worthy of it. 

And they were strict to observe that 
there should be no iniquity among them; 
and whoso was found to commit iniquity, 
and three witnesses of the church did 
condemn them before the Elders; and if 
they repented not, and confessed not 
their names were blotted out, and they 
were not numbered among the \>eo^te. *A 
Christ. — Moroni vi\ i y 7. 
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And it came to pass that I, Nephi, 
did consecrate Jacob and Joseph, that 
they should be Priests and Teachers over 
the land of my people. — II. Nephi v: 26. 

And again: It came to pass that when 
king Benjamin had made an end of all 
these things, and had consecrated his 
son Mosiah, to be a ruler and a king 
over his people, and had given him all 
the charges, concerning the kingdom, 
and also had appointed Priests to teach 
the people, that thereby they might hear 
and know the commandments of God, 
and to stir them up in remembrance of 
the oath which they had made, he dis- 
missed the multitude, and they returned, 
every one, according to their families, 
to their own houses. — Mosiah vi: J. 

The manner which the disciples, who 
were called the Elders of the church, 
ordained Priests and Teachers. 

After they had prayed unto the Father 
in the name of Christ, they laid their 
hands upon them, and said, 

In the name of Jesus Christ I ordain 
you to be a Priest; (or, if he be a 
Teacher,) I ordain you to be a Teacher, 
to preach repentance and remission of 
sins through Jesus Christ, by the endur- 
ance of faith on his name to the end.

And it came to pass that there arose a 
mist of darkness: yea, even an exceed- 
ing great mist of darkness, insomuch 
that they who had commenced in the 
path, did lose their way, that they 
wandered off and were lost. — /. Nephi 
viii: 2 0-2 j. 

And while the angel spake these Nephi's 
words, I beheld and saw that the seed vision of th 
of my brethren did contend against my apostasy, 
seed, according to the word of the angel; 
and because of the pride of my seed, 
and the temptations of the devil, I be- 
held that the seed of my brethren did 
overpower the people of my seed. 

And it came to pass that I beheld and 
saw the people of the seed o^ \cv^ 
brethren, that they had ovetcorcve tc^j 
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foretold. 



seed; and they went forth in multitudes 
upon the face of the land. 

And I saw them gathered together in 
multitudes; and I saw wars and rumors 
of wars among them; and in wars and 
rumors of wars, I saw many generations 
pass away. 

And the angel said unto me, Behold 
these shall dwindle in unbelief. 

And it came to pass that I beheld 
after they had dwindled in unbelief, 
they became a dark, and loathsome, and 
a filthy people, full of idleness and all 
manner of abominations. — /. Nephi xii: 
19-23. 

But, behold, in the last days, or in 
the days of the Gentiles; yea, behold all 
the nations of the Gentiles, and also the 
Jews, both those who shall come upon 
this land, and those who shall be upon 
other lands; yea, even upon all the lands 
of the earth; behold, they will be 
drunken with iniquity, and all manner 
of abominations.* — II. Nephi xxvii: I. 

Then Alma said unto him, Blessed art 
thou; and the Lord shall prosper thee 
in this land. 

But behold, I have somewhat to 
prophesy unto thee; but what I prophesy

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unto thee, ye shall not make known; 
yea, what I prophesy unto thee shall not 
be made known, even until the prophecy 
is fulfilled; therefore write the words 
which I shall say. 

And these are the words: Behold, I 
perceive that this very people, the 
Nephites, according to the Spirit of 
revelation which is in me, in four hund- 
red years from the time that Jesus Christ 
shall manifest himself unto them, shall 
dwindle in unbelief; 

Yea, and then shall they see wars and 
pestilences, yea, famines and bloodshed, 
even until the people of Nephi shall be- 
come extinct; 

Yea, and this because they shall 
dwindle in unbelief, and fall into the 
works of darkness, and lasciviousness, 
and all manner of iniquities; yea, I say 
unto you, that because they shall sin 
against so great light and knowledge; 
yea, I say unto you, that from that day, 
even the fourth generation shall not all 
pass away, before this great iniquity 
shall come; 

And when that great day cometh, be- 
hold, the time very soon cometh that 
those who are now, or the seed of those 
who are now numbered among the people 
of Nephi, shall no more be numbered 
among the people of Nephi; 

But whosoever remaineth, and is not 
destroyed in that great and dreadful day, 
shall be numbered among the Lamanites, 
and shall become like unto the\w, -aW, 
save ir be a few, who sha\\ bfc ca\\eA\\\^ 
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disciples of the Lord; and them shall 
the Lamanites pursue, even until they 
shall become extinct. And now, because 
of iniquity, this prophecy shall be ful- 
filled. — Alma xlv: 8-14. 

;eginning of And when my father saw that the 
tie apostasy, waters of the river emptied into the 
fountain of the Red Sea, he spake unto 
Laman, saying, O that thou mightest be 
like unto this river, continually running 
into the fountain of all righteousness. 

And he also spake unto Lemuel: O 
that thou mightest be like unto this 
valley, firm and steadfast, and immove- 
able in keeping the commandments of 
the Lord. 

Now this he spake because of the stiff- 
neckedness of Laman and Lemuel; for 
behold they did murmur in many things 
against their father, because he was a 
visionary man, and had led them out of 
the land of Jerusalem, to leave the land 
of their inheritance, and their gold, and 
their silver, and their precious things, to 
perish in the wilderness. And this they 
said he had done because of the foolish 
imaginations of his heart. 

And thus Laman and Lemuel, being 
the eldest, did murmur against their 
father. And they did murmur because 
they knew not the dealings of that God 
who had created them. — /. Nephi ii: g 12. 

Behold, it came to pass that I, Nephi, 
did cry much unto the Lord my God, 
because of the anger of my brethren. 

But behold, their ar\&et did increase 
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against me; insomuch that they did seek 
to take away my life. 

And it came to pass that the Lord did 
warn me, that I, Nephi, should depart 
from them, and flee into the wilderness, 
and all those who would go with me. — 
II. Nephi v: 1-2, 5. 

And now it came to pass that the 
people of Nephi, under the reign of the 
second king, began to grow hard in their 
hearts, and indulge themselves some- 
what in wicked practices, such as like 
unto David of old, desiring many wives 
and concubines, and also Solomon, his 
son: 

Yea, and they also began to search 
much gold and silver, and began to be 
lifted up somewhat in pride. — Jacob i: 
15-16. 

Now the sons of Mosiah were num- 
bered among the unbelievers; and also 
one of the sons of Alma was numbered 
among them, he being called Alma, after 
his father; nevertheless, he became a 
very wicked and an idolatrous man. 
And he was a man of many words, and 
did speak much flattery to the people; 
therefore he led many of the people to 
do after the manner of his iniquities. 

And he became a great hindermtnt to 
the prosperity of the church of God; 
stealing away the hearts of the people; 
causing much dissension among the 
people; giving a chance for the enemy 
of God to exercise his power over ttv^cei. — 
Mosiah xxvii: 8-9.

And now it came to pass that after 
Helaman and his brethren had appointed 
priests and teachers over the churches 
that there arose a dissension among 
them, and they would not give heed to 
the words of Helaman and his brethren; 

But they grew proud, being lifted up 
in their hearts, because of their exceed- 
ing great riches; therefore they grew 
rich in their own eyes, and would not 
give heed to their words, to walk up- 
rightly before God. — Alma xlv: 23-24. 

Yea, wo unto this people, because of 
this time which has arrived, that ye do 
cast out the prophets, and do mock 
them, and cast stones at them, and do 
slay them, and do all manner of iniquity 
unto them, even as they did of old 
time. 

And now when ye talk, ye say, If our 
days had been in the days of our fathers 
of old, ye would not have slain the 
prophets; ye would not have stoned 
them and cast them out. 

Behold }'e are worse than they; for as 
the Lord liveth, if a prophet come 
among you, and declareth unto you the 
word of the Lord, which testifieth of 
your sins and iniquities, ye are angry 
with him, and cast him out, and seek all 
manner of ways to destroy him; yea, you 
will say that he is a false prophet, and 
that he is a sinner, and of the devil, be- 
cause he testifieth that your deeds are 
evil. — JTelaman xiii: 24-26. 
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And it came to pass that the brother Prophets 
of Shiblom caused that all the prophets slain. 
who prophesied of the destruction of 
the people, should be put to death. — 
Ether xi: 5. 

And it came to pass in the fifty and Sessation of 
fourth year there were many dissensions Spiritual 
in the church, and there was also a con- gifts, 
tention among the people, insomuch that 
there was much bloodshed; 

Now this great less of the Nephites, 
and the great slaughter which was among 
them, would not have happened, had it 
not been for their wickedness, and their 
abomination which was among them; 
yea, and it was among those also who 
professed to belong to the church of 
God; 

And it was because of the pride of 
their hearts, because of their exceeding 
riches, yea, it was because of their 
oppression to the poor, withholding 
their food from the hungry, withholding 
their clothing from the naked, and 
smiting their humble brethren upon the 
cheek, making a mock of that which was 
sacred, denying the Spirit of prophecy 
and of revelation, murdering, plunder- 
ing, lying, stealing, committing adultery, 
rising up in great contentions, and de- 
serting away into the land of Nephi, 
among the Lamanites; 

And because of this their great wicked- 
ness, and their boastings in their own 
strength, they were left in their own 
strength; therefore they did i\o\. ^to^^ x > 
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but were afflicted and smitten, and 
driven before the Lamanites, until they 
had lost possession of almost all their 
lands. 

And that they had altered and trampled 
under their feet the laws of Mosiah, or 
that which the Lord commanded him to 
give unto the people; and thus seeing 
that their laws had become corrupted, 
and that they had become a wicked 
people, insomuch that they were wicked 
even like unto the Lamanites. 

And because of their iniquity, the 
church had begun to dwindle; and they 
began to disbelieve in the Spirit of 
prophecy, and in the Spirit of revelation; 
and the judgments of God did stare them 
in the face. 

And they saw that they had become 
weak, like unto their brethren, the 
Lamanites, and that the Spirit of the 
Lord did no more preserve them; yea, it 
had withdrawn from them because the 
Spirit of the Lord doth not dwell in un- 
holy temples. —Helaman iv : 7, 11-13, 
22-24. 

And thus there became a great in- 
equality in ail the land, insomuch that 
the church began to be broken up; yea, 
insomuch that in the thirtieth year the 
church was broken up in all the land, 
save it were among a few of the Laman- 
ites, who were converted unto the true 
faith; and they would not depart from 
it, for they were firm and steadfast, and 
immoveable, willing V\\\\ aXY &\\\^\tf^.

And many people shall go and say, 
Come ye, and let us go up to the moun- 
tain of the Lord, to the house of the 
God of Jacob; and he will teach us of 
his ways, and we will walk in his paths:

and the word of the Lord from Jeru- 
salem.—//.

Thus saith the Lord, in an acceptable 
time have I heard thee, O isles of the 
sea, and in a day of salvation have I 
helped thee; and I will preserve thee, 
and give thee my servant for a covenant 
of the people, to establish the earth, to 
cause to inherit the desolate heritages; 

That thou mayest say to the prisoners, 
Go forth; to them that sit in darkness, 
Shew yourselves. They shall feed in 
the ways, and their pastures shall be in 
all high places. 

And I will make all my mountains a 
way, and my highways shall be exalted. 

And then, O house of Israel, behold, 
these shall come from far; and lo, these 
from the north and from the ^Nfc^V, vcA 
these from the land of Sunm. 
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Lift up thine eyes round about and 
• behold; all these gather themselves to- 
gether, and they shall come to thee. And 
as I live,, saith the Lord, thou shalt 
surely clothe thee with them all, as with 
an ornament, and bind them on even as 
a bride. 

For thy waste and thy desolate places, 
and the land of thy destruction, shall 
even now be too narrow by reason of 
the inhabitants; and they that swallowed 
thee up shall be faraway. — L Nephtocxi: 
8-9, 11-12, 1819.

And now, my beloved brethren, I 
have read these things that ye might 
know concerning the covenants ot the 
Lord; that he has covenanted with all 
the house of Israel; 

That he has spoken unto the Jews, by 
the mouth of his holy prophets, even from 
the beginning down, from generation to 
generation, until the time comes that they 
shall be restored to the true church and 
fold of God; when they shall be gathered 
home to the lands of their inheritance, 
and shall be established in all their 
*- lands of promise. — II. Nephi ix; 1-2. 
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But behold, thus saith the Lord God: The Jews t< 
When the day cometh that they shall be gathered 
believe in me, that I am Christ, then to Jerusalen 
have I covenanted with their fathers that 
they shall be restored in the flesh, upon 
the earth, unto the lands of their in- 
heritance. 

And it shall come to pass that they 
shall be gathered in from their long dis- 
persion, from the isles of the sea, and 
from the four parts of the earth; and the 
nations of the Gentiles shall be great in 
the eyes of me, saith God, in carrying 
them forth to the lands of their in- 
heritance. 

Yea, the kings of the Gentiles shall be 
nursing fathers unto them, and their 
queens shall become nursing mothers; 
wherefore, the promises of the Lord are 
great unto the Gentiles, for he hath 
spoken it, and who can dispute? — II. 
Nephi x: 7-9. 

And I command you that ye shall 
write these sayings, after I am gone, 
that if it so be that my people at Jeru- 
salem, they who have seen me, and been 
with me in my ministry, do not ask the 
Father in my name, that they may re- 
ceive a knowledge of you by the Holy 
Ghost, and also of the other tribes whom 
they know not of, that these sayings 
which ye shall write, shall be kept, and 
shall be manifested unto the Gentiles, 
that through the fulness of the Gentiles, 
the remnant of their seed vjYvo ^\\%W \re. 
scattered forth upon the lace oi \\\^^x^> 
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*he Jews to because of their unbelief, may be brought 
De gathered in, or may be brought to a knowledge of 
o Jerusalem me, their Redeemer. 

And then will I gather them in from 
the four quarters of the earth; and then 
will I fulfil the covenant which the Father 
hath made unto all the people of the 
house of Israel. — III, Nephi xvi\ 4-5. 

And then shall the remnants which 
shall be scattered abroad upon the face 
of the earth, be gathered in from the 
east, and from the west, and from the 
south, and from the north; and they 
shall be brought to the knowledge of the 
Lord their God, who hath redeemed 
them. 

And I will gather my people together, 
as a man gathereth his sheaves into the 
floor. 

And I will remember the covenant 
which I have made with my people, and 
I have covenanted with them, that I 
would gather them together in mine own 
due time; that I would give unto them 
again the land of their fathers, for their 
inheritance, which is the land of Jeru- 
salem, which is the promised land unto 
them for ever, saith the Father. 

Verily, verily, I say unto you, all these 
things shall surely come, even as the 
Father hath commanded me. Then 
shall this covenant which the Father 
hath covenanted with his people, be 
fulfilled; and then shall Jerusalem be 
inhabited again with my people, and it 
k shall be the land of their inheritance. — 

J7f. Nephi xx\ /j, 18, 29, 46. 
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And verily, verily, I say unto you, 
that I have other sheep, which are not 
of this land; neither of the land of 
Jerusalem; neither in any parts of that 
land round about, whither I have been 
to minister. 

For they of whom I speak, are they 
who have not as yet heard my voice; 
neither have I at any time manifested 
myself unto them. 

But I have received a commandment 
of the Father, that I shall go unto them, 
and that they shall hear my voice, and 
shall be numbered among my sheep, 
that there may be one fold, and one 
shepherd; therefore I go to show myself 
unto them. — III Nephi xvi: i-j. 

But now I go unto the Father, and 
also to shew myself unto the lost tribes 
of Israel, for they are not lost unto the 
Father, for he knoweth whither he hath 
taken them. — ///. Nephi xvii: 4. 

And then shall the work of the Father 
commence at that day, even when this 
gospel shall be preached among the 
remnant of this people. Verily I say 
unto vou, at that day shall the work of 
the Father commence among all the dis- 
persed of my people; yea, even the 
tribes which have been lost, which the 
Father hath led'away out of Jerusalem. 

Yea, and then shall the work com- 
mence, with the Father, among all 
nations, in preparing the way whereby 
his people may be gathered home to the 
land of their inheritance.

And it shall come to pass that my 
people which are of the house of Israel, 
shall be gathered home unto the lands 
of their possessions; and my word also 
shall be gathered in one. And I will 
shew unto them that fight against my 
word and against my people, who are of 
the house of Israel, that I am God, and 
that I covenanted with Abraham, that I 
would remember his seed for ever. — II. 
Nephi xxix: 13-14. 

Behold, Ether saw the days of Christ, 
and he spake concerning a New Jeru- 
salem upon this land; 

And that a New Jerusalem should be 
built up upon this land, unto the rem- 
nant of the seed of Joseph, for which 
things there has been a type. 

And then also cometh the Jerusalem 
of old; and the inhabitants thereof,

And these 
are the words which he did tell unto 
them, saying, Thus saith the' Father 
unto Malachi, Behold I will send my 
messenger, and he shall prepare the way 
before me, and the Lord whom ye seek 
shall suddenly come to his temple, even 
the messenger of the covenant, whom ye 
delight in; behold, he shall come, saith 
the Lord of Hosts.

And because of the redemption of man, 
which came by Jesus Christ, they are 
brought back into the presence of the 
Lord; yea, this is wherein all men are 
redeemed, because the death of Christ 
bringeth to pass the resurrection, which 
bringeth to pass a redemption from an 
endless sleep, from which sleep all men 
shall be awoke by the power of God 
when the trump shall sound; and they 
shall come forth, both small and great, 
and ail shall stand before his bar, being 
redeemed and loosed from this eternal 
band of death, which death is a temporal 
death. — Mormon ix : 12-13. 
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And thus we see that all mankind 
were fallen, and they were in the grasp 
of justice; yea, the justice of God, which 
consigned them for ever to be cut off 
from his presence. 

And now the plan of mercy could not 
be brought about, except an atonement 
should be made; therefore God himself 
atoneth for the sins of the world, to 
bring about the plan of mercy, to ap- 
pease the demands of justice, that God 
might be a perfect, just God, and a 
merciful God also.

I say unto you, if ye have come to a 
knowledge of the goodness of God, and 
his matchless power, aud his wisdom, 
and his patience, and his long suffering 
towards the children of men, and also the 
atonement which has been prepared from 
the foundation of the world, that thereby 
salvation might come to him that should 
put his trust in the Lord, and should be 
diligent in keeping his commandments, 
and continue in the faith even unto the 
end of his life; I mean the life of the 
mortal body; 

I say, that this is the man who receiv- 
eth salvation, through the atonement 
which was prepared from the foundation 
of the world for all mankind, which ever 
were ever since the fall of Adam, or who 
are, or who ever shall be, even unto the 
end of the world.

hopes of glory: and Aaron did expound 
all these things unto the king.

And he cometh into the world that he 
may save all men, if they will hearken 
unto his voice; for behold, he suffereth 
the pains of all men; yea, the pains of 
every living creature, both men, women, 
and children, who belong to the family 

. of Adam. 

Wherefore he has given a law; and 

* where there is no law given, there is no 
punishment; and where there is no 
punishment, there is no condemnation; 
and where there is no condemnation, the 
mercies of the Holy One of Israel have 
claim upon them, because of the atone- 
ment; for they are delivered . by the 
power of him; 

For the atonement satisfieth the de- 
mands of his justice upon all those who 
have not the law given to them, that 
they are delivered from that awtvil «vo\^- 
ster, death and hell, and tYie &eN*\\, *xA 
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the lake of fire and brimstone, which is 
endless torment; and they are restored 
to that God who gave them breath, which 
is the Holy One of Israel. 

But wo uDto him that has the law 
given; yea, that has all the command- 
ments of God like unto us, and that 
transgresseth them, and that wasteth 
the days of his probation, for awful is 
his state.— II Nephi ix: 21, 25-27. 

And it came to pass as they under- 
stood, they cast their eyes up again to- 
wards heaven; and behold, they saw a 
man descending out of heaven; and he 
was clothed in a white robe, and he 
came down and stood in the midst of 
them, and the eyes of the whole multi- 
tude were turned upon him, and they 
durst not open their mouths, even one 
to another, and wist not what it meant, 
for they thought it was an angel that 
had appeared unto them.

Therefore there is a time appointed 
unto men, that they shall rise from the 
dead; and there is a space between the 
time of death and the resurrection. And 
now concerning this space of time. What 
becometh of the souls of men, is the 
thing which I have enquired diligently 
of the Lord to know; and this is the 
thing of which I do know. 

Now concerning the state of the soul 
between death and the resurrection. 
Behold, it has been made known unto 
me, by an angel, that the spirits of all 
men, as soon as they are departed from 
this mortal body; yea, the spirits of all 
men, whether they be good or evil, are 
taken home to that God who gave them 
life. 

And then shall it come to pass that 
the spirits of those who ate t\^}ft\fca\ja 
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are received into a state of happiness, 
which is called paradise; a state of rest; 
a state of peace, where they shall rest 
from all their troubles and from all care, 
and sorrow, &c. 

And then shall it come to pass, that 
the spirits of the wicked, yea, who are 
evil; for behold, they have no part nor 
portion of the Spirit of the Lord; for 
behold, they chose evil works rather than 
good; therefore the spirit of the devil 
did enter into them, and take possession 
of their house; and these shall be cast 
.out into outer darkness; there shall be 
weeping, and wailing, and gnashing of 
teeth; and this because of their own in- 
iquity; being led captive by the will of 
the devil. 

Now this is the state of the souls of 
the wicked; yea, in darkness, and a 
state of awful, fearful, looking for the 
fiery indignation of the wrath of God 
upon them; thus they remain in this 
state, as well as the righteous in paradise, 
until the time of their resurrection. — 
Alma xl: 6-9, 11-14.

But behold, the bands of death shall 
be broken, and the Son reigneth, and 
hath power over the dead; therefore, he 
bringeth to pass the resurrection of the 
dead. 

And there cometh a resurrection, even 
a first resurrection; yea, even a resur- 
rection of those that have been, and who 
are, and who shall be, even until the 
resurrection of Christ; for so shall he 
be called. 

And now, the resurrection of all the 
prophets, and all those that have believed 
in their words, or all those that have 
kept the commandments of God, shall 
come forth in the first resurrection;

They are raised to dwell with God 
who has redeemed them: thus they have 
eternal life through Christ, who has 
broken the bands of death. 

And these are those who have part in 
the first resurrection; and these are they 
that have died before Christ came in 
their ignorance, not having salvation 
declared unto them. And thus the Lord 
bringeth about the restoration of these; 
and they have a part in the first resur- 
rect/on, or have eternal life, being re- 
deemed by the Lord. — Mosiah xv\ ^0-^4.

Parts of a Glass In 1880 the workmen of Desire Charnay, 
Vase Found. while exhuming the ruins of some extensive 

buildings at the ancient Metropolis of the Toltecs, situated 
about sixty-five miles to the north of the city of Mexico, dis- 
covered specimens of porcelain beautifully enameled, and parts 
of a glass vase. Alluding to the discovery of the piece of 
glass, Mr. Charnay says:

As M. Char- 
nay observes in his contribution to the December North Amer- 
ican Review, ' It is generally agreed that previous to the con- 
quest there were neither oxen nor horses in America.' But on 
the landing of L,ehi and his family upon this great country, 
Nephi states : 

14 ' And it came to pass that we did find upon the land of 
promise as we journeyed in the wilderness, that there were 
beasts in the forest of every kind, both the cow and the ox, and 
the ass and the horse, and the goat and the wild goat, and all 
manners of wild animals which were for the use of men.' 
(Book of Mormon p. 47.) 

"But it also appears that these and other animals were in use 
on this land several centuries before the arrival of Lehi. For 
the colonists who settled here shortly after the dispersion from 
Babel and who are called the Jaredites, became rich in flocks 
and herds, as we read in the Book of Ether: 

11 ' Having all manner of fruit, and of grain, and of silks, and 
of fine linen, and oi gold and of silver, and of precious things. 
And also all manner of cattle, of oxen, and cows, and of sheep 
and of swine, and of goats and also many other animals which 
were useful for the food of man; aud they also had horses and 
asses and there were elephants and cureloms and cumoms.' 
(Ibid p. 590.) 

"In consequence of these and similar allusions in the Book of 
Mormon to animals which science > with <^a&&.«& txs^O^ «rt» 
gance as it complains of in theology > !*»& ^a^cpa»s«&' >as ** 2ass ' 
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to American antiquity, the Book which gives the only clue to 
the ancient history of this continent has been repeatedly de- 
nounced as 'a clumsy imposture.' 

"But the recent discoveries of Professor Marsh demonstrate 
the existence of cattle and horses and also of the elephant, the 
mastodion , the megatherium and other peculiar mammoth ani- 
mals, which we have no doubt were anciently named as related 
in the above quotation from Ether. And now Charnay, puzzled 
and astonished, finds in the ruins of Tula, sixty-five miles north 
of the City of Mexico, animal remains which upset the dogmas 
of the scientists and corroborate the conclusions of Marsh as 
well as the statements in the Book of Mormon. Charnay 
says: 

" ' Aug. 18. — We collected a few ornaments, also some animal 
remains, viz., some ribs (probably of the roebuck, though on 
this point I will not be positive, not being a geologist, I some 
small scapulas, two teeth, and stranger still, two enormous 
humeruses much larger than the humeruses of the ox; both of 
these bones are broken longitudinally, as though to take out 
the marrow.

"'Sept. 9 — I cannot but recognize among the many bones 
found in the progress of the work, jawbones of swine, sheep, 
and, as I believe, of oxen and horses.' 

" The puzzled explorer, depending on the dictum of the sci- 
entists, came to the conclusion that these and many works of 
art which he unearthed, must have been left among the ancient 
ruins by a modern race, perhaps the Spaniards.

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"The most important among the American traditions are the 
Mexican, for they appear to have been definitively fixed by 
symbol ; c and mnemonic paintings before any contact with 
Europeans. According to these documents, the Noah of the 
, Mexican cataclysm was Coxcox, called by certain peoples Teo- 
cipactli or Tezpi. He had saved himself, together with his 
wife Xochiquetzal, in a bark, or, according to other traditions? 
on a raft made of cypress-wood (Cupressus disticha). Paint- 
ings retracing the deluge of Coxcox have been discovered 
among the Aztecs, Miztecs, Zapotecs, Tlascaltecs, and Mechoa- 
caneses. The tradition of the latter is still more strikingly in 
conformity with the story as we have it in Genesis, and in Chal- 
dean sources. It tells how Tezpi embarked in a spacious vessel 
with his wife, his children, and several animals, and grain, 
whose preservation was essential to the subsistence of the 
human race. When the great god Tezcatlipoca decreed that 
the waters should retire, Tezpi sent a vulture from the bark. 
The bird, feeding on the carcasses with which the earth was 
laden, did not return. Tezpi sent out other birds, of which the 
humming-bird only came back with a leafy branch in its beak. 
Then Tezpi, seeing that the country began to vegetate, left his 
bark on the mountain of Colhuacan. 

"The document, however, that gives the most valuable infor- 
mation," says Lenormant, "as to the cosmogony of the Mexi- 
cans is one known as 'Codex Vaticanus,* from the library where 
it is preserved. It consists of four symbolic pictures, repre- 
senting the four ages of the world preceding the actual one.

for it was not to be that Lehi should fall a victim to their hatred. 
The Lord had designed him for a greater work — he was to be 
the father of a multitude of people, and to this end God deliv- 
ered him from the fury of the Jews. When it became impossi- 
ble for him to remain longer and minister unto them, he was 
instructed to gather up such things as he could carry and take 
them into the wilderness with his family, where the Lord would 
teach him what more He required at his hands. 

"When Lehi received the command to depart, he immediately 
set about fulfilling it, and taking with him his family and such 
goods and food as he could carry, he left the doomed city, 
where he had so long dwelt, leaving behind him his house and 
property, his gold, his silver and other precious things, all ot 
which he willingly gave up that he might be obedient to the 
heavenly message. 

"Lehi's family consisted of his wife, Sariah, and his four sons, 
Laman, Lemuel, Sam and Nephi. Lehi had also daughters, but 
whether they were born at this time is not evident from the 
record. We have no account in the Book of Mormon of the 
precise road which Lehi and his family took when they left 
Jerusalem. Undoubtedly they traveled through the wilderness 
of Judea southward till they reached the eastern arm of the 
Red Sea.

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A Stone Found on "Between i860 and 1865, four different 
which the Ten stones with Hebrew inscriptions upon 
Commandments them were found in Licking County, 
were engraved. ohio> though not all in the same neigh . 

borhood. * * * The fourth stone is the most remarkable of 
all. There was an extended series of Indian mounds, fortifica- 
tions, and enclosures around Newark. One of the most remark- 
able was an enormous stone mound of conical form, eight miles 
south of the spot where Newark now stands. It is believed that 
some thousands of loads of stones were taken from it for the 
Ohio canal and other purposes. It was once five hundred and 
eighty feet in circumference at the base, and forty to fifty feet 
high. An impression grew among the workmen that there was 
a circle of little mounds of pure clay, enclosed within the great 
mound, and standing round near the periphery at the base. In 
the removal of one of these clay mounds, a piece of wood was 
found like the shell of an old log, and on it several copper rings 
were lying. A further examination decided that this piece of 
wood was only the covering of a lower piece, which had the 
form of a large trough, and the whole of its interior seemed to 
have been once lined with a very coarse cloth, so rotten that a 
piece as large as a thumb nail .could not be held together. This 
trough contained several human bones, a lock of very fine black 
hair, about six or eight inches long, and ten more copper rings. 
It was farther found that this coffin lay in a two feet thick bed 
of very tough fire clay of the color of putty. In digging into 
this fire clay, a stone box was struck in its lower part. The box 
was drawn out with care, was found to be of a rounded, oblong 
shape, and in color, lighter than copper. Its two halves were 
cemented together. After considerable effort, the cement was 
broken, and the two halves separated, and in the center of the 
box was a stone, on which the Ten Commandments were en- 
graved. Now, keep these facts in their connection: the stone 
lodged in the center of the stone box; this box buried in a 

stratum of fire clay; above the box the coffin also lodged in the 
fire clay; the clay mound and then the enormous stone mound 
covering all. 
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1 'The stone has for its length about six inches and seven- 
eighths; for its width, about two inches and seven-eighths, and 
for its thickness, about one inch and five-eighths. On one side 
the greater part of the surface is depressed, and a carved human 
figure is in this depression. On the other side the central sur- 
face is a protruded plane, but the protrusion on one side does 
not correspond exactly with the depression on the other side. 
The human figure stands out in relief on the depressed plane; 
it has the appearance of a noble man, dressed in the robes of 
the Priesthood, and over his head, written in Hebrew, is the 
name Moses. At the feet of the image there is an empty space 
through the stone, and then a round handle is united to the 
main stone at its ends, as if the stone was once carried by a 
strap passed through this empty space. On the back and on the 
sides and top are engraved in Hebrew characters (though in- 
ferior to those on the other stones) the Ten Commandments. 
Not exactly as we have the Ten Commandments in the Bible, 
but somewhat abridged for want of room; and there is a peculi- 
arity about them — they are not written underneath one another, 
but in different directions. The Commandments, though no* 
here given at full length, contain all the essential points; that 
is to say, when you come to the one: 'Thou shalt not take the 
name of the Lord thy God in vain, ' that is all there is of it. 
The second clause is not included; but all the Ten Command- 
ments are there. We may here ask: Who, but a people 
acquainted with the dealings of the Lord with the House of 
Israel, could have prepared such a stone as this — Geo. Reynolds 
in Contributor, Vol. xvii } pp. 233-4.

His habits were ascetic, he never married, 
was most chaste and pure in life, and is said to have endured 
penace in a neighboring mountain, not for its effects upon him- 
self, but as a warning to others. He condemned sacrifices, ex- 
cept of fruits and flowers, and was known as the god of peace ; 
for, when addressed on the subject of war, he is reported to

Relics of "At the annual meeting of the Davenport 

the Mound (Iowa) Academy of Natural Sciences, the Presi- 
Builders. dent read a very interesting report of the pro- 
gress of the institution, in which extended notice was given to 
the subject of the Mound Builders of the Mississippi Valley. 
The address shows that they were a numerous and industrious 
people, altogether different from the present race of American 
Indians, and occupying the country in much earlier times than 
the latter; that they were of different tribes, but domestic in 
their habits; that they lived in a very simple manner, possessed 
few mechanical contrivances, but were a laborious, painstaking 
people; that they had some system of barter with neighboring 
tribes, as shown by the occurrence in the mcyaxAs* *& Nactsg^ ^r» 
shells, which, the reader opme6.,mTX^V\*^^^^^^^^^^^ 
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of Mexico; obsidian which must have come from the Far West; 
mica, not to be found in this region; galena, etc. 

"It appears, too, that they smoked tobacco, not merely for 
pleasure, but as a ceremonial observance, for the pipes discov- 
ered are, in many instances, very elaborately and beautifully 
carved out of a great variety of kinds of stone, generally of a 
rather soft character, and were apparently held in very high es- 
timation, perhaps almost sacred. 

"The report says: ******** 
" ' Strangest of all, and most contrary to the opinion of all 
archaeologists hitherto, it now appears that the Mound Builders 
had a written language. Whence derived or what its origin, is 
matter of the merest conjecture. What its affinities, or whether 
any connection with other written languages — ancient or mod- 
ern — no one has, as yet, been able to determine. 

"'The inscribed tablets in our museum — the only ones of 
much significance or importance perhaps, which have as yet 
been discovered in the mounds — have attracted much attention , 
both in this country and in Europe, and by all eminent and 
well-informed archaeologists, are considered of the highest 
importance. They are certain to stimulate research, which will 
doubtless lead to further discoveries, until it may well be hoped 
that the key to the language may ultimately be discovered, and 
something of a history of this ancient people may be made oat 
as written by themselves. 

" 'Whether the language was understood by all, or only by a 
more learned few, or whether the tablets were heirlooms and 
cherished relics, cannot now be scarcely even guessed. 

" ' A rather significant circumstance, perhaps, is the fact that 
in the same mound with the two tablets first found were the 
bones of a young child, partially preserved by the contact of 
a large number — about 300 — copper beads, indicating it to be 
an important personage, and that persons of high n k were 
buried there. 

" ' Some doubts of course have been expressed regarding the 
genuineness of the tablets, though not to any great extent by

competent and candid archaeologists, and we feel no uneasiness 
on that account. 

" ' The tablets have been sent to the Smithsonian Institute 
for examination, and were retained there and subjected to the 
most thorough scrutiny for two months, during which time the 
National Academy of Sciences held its meeting there, and the 
heliotype plates of them were obtained under the directions of 
Prof. Baird himself. They were also exhibited throughout the 
sessions of the meetings of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science at Boston, last August. 

"'Any author, or other person, who cared to inform himself 
of the facts, has and has always had ample opportunity to do 
so, and would at once see that the circumstances of the finding 
were such as utterly to preclude all possibility of fraud or impo- 
sition. 

* 4< The evidence that they are coeval with the other relics 
that is, that they were inhumed with them, and before the 
mound was built, is ample and conclusive, and will be so con- 
sidered by any unbiased man. 

"'No pre-historic relic ever found has better evidence to 
establish its genuineness than these, and not one suspicious cir- 
cumstance in connection with them has been pointed out, nor 
can there be. 

" ' We shall confidently hope for and gladly welcome further 
discoveries by whomsoever made, tending to throw more light 
upon this still obscure and intensely interesting problem, of our 
earliest predecessors on this continent. 

" ' Our collections of mound relics now consists of the four 
inscribed tablets, thirty- two mound builder's pipes, twenty-five 
copper axes, three hundred copper beads, fourteen copper awls, 
and a great number and variety of other relics from the mounds 
of this region, constituting the most extensive, rare and unique 
collection of its kind in this country, and probably in the world. 
Besides these, this department contains two hundred and 
twenty-five vessels of ancient pottery, over one thousand stone

They also say, that their fathers were possessed of an extraor- 
dinary Divine Spirit, by which they foretold future events, and 
controlled the common course of nature; and this they trans- 
mitted to their offspring, on condition of their obeying the 
sacred laws; that they did, by these means, bring down show- 
ers of blessings upon their beloved people; but that this power, 
for a long time past, has entirely ceased ' Colonel James Smith 
in his Journal, while a prisoner among the natives, says, 'They 
have a tradition, that in the beginning of this continent the 
angels, or heavenly inhabitants, as they call them, frequently 
visited the people, and talked with their forefathers, and gave 
directions how to pray.' * * * There is a tradition related 
by an aged Indian, of the Stockbridge tribe, that their fathers 
were once in possession of a 'Sacred Book,' which was handed 
down from generation to generation ; and at last hid in the 
earth, since which time they had been under the feet of their 
enemies.

Nephite Records "The Book of Mormon claims to be the 
Found by sacred history of ancient America, written 

Joseph Smith. by a succession of ancient t?to^K^& N ^^"-vfi*- 
habited that vast continent. T\ifc ^atat <& %<fc^ *»ofc»ss» 
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this history, were discovered by a young man, named Joseph 
Smith, through the ministry of a holy angel on the evening 
and morning of the 21st and 22nd of September, A. D. 1823. 
Four years after their discovery, or on the morning of the 22nd 
01 September, 1827, the angel of the Lord permitted Mr. Smith 
to take these sacred records from the place of their deposit. 
The hill in which they were found buried, is situated in the 
town of Manchester, Ontario County, State of New York. With 
the plates were also found a Uriin and Thummim. Bach plate 
was not far from seven by eight inches in width and length, 
being not quite as thick as common tin. Each was filled on 
both sides with engraved Egyptian characters; and the whole 
were bound together in a volume, as the leaves of a book, and 
fastened at one edge with three rings running through each. 
This volume was something near six inches in thickness, a part 
of which was sealed. The characters or letters upon the un- 
sealed part were small and beautifully engraved. Mr. Smith, 
through the aid of the Urim and Thummim, and by the gift and 
power of God, translated this record into the English language.

"After obtaining the Book of Mormon, through the ministry 

of the angel, 'out of the ground,' Mr. Smith transcribed some 

of the original characters upon paper, and sent them by the 

hands of Martin Harris, a farmer, to the city of New York, 

where they were presented to Professor XtilViotv, a. msav deeply 
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learned in both ancient and modern languages. Mr. Harris 
very anxiously requested him to read it, but he replied that he 
could not. None of the learned have as yet been able to deci- 
pher the characters and hieroglyphics which are found among 
the ancient ruins, in almost every part of America. The written 
language of ancient America is a sealed language to this genera- 
tion. In the year 1841, Professor Anthon wrote a letter to an 
Episcopal minister, in New Rochelle, Westchester County, near 
New York, in answer to an inquiry made by the minister in 
reference to the words or characters said to have been presented 
to him.

" 'The glyphs of Otolum are written from top to bottom, like 
the Chinese, or from side to side, indifferently, like the Egyp- 
tian,) and Demotic Lybian. Although the most common way 
of writing the groups is in rows, and each group separated, yet 
we find some formed, as it were, in oblong squares or tablets, 
like those of Egypt. — Orson Pratt's Works, pp. 2g^-6. 

Mexican "We have recently had the opportunity of exam- 

Calendar ining a photograph of the wonderful Calendar 
Stone. Stone of the ancient Mexicans. Elder Moses 

Thatcher brought with him from the city of Mexico some stere- 
oscopic views of that remarkable relic of antiquity. A work 
has been published by Harper & Bros., of New York, written by 
J. T. Short, Esq., and entitled 'The North Americans of Antiq- 
uity,' which contains many items of interest to the Latter-day 
faints, and among them a description and explanation of the 
Mexican Calendar Stone, which unwittingly corroborates the 
Book of Mormon. The author opposes the idea ot the Israel- 
itish origin of the American Indians, and ridicules the Bock of 
Mormon, but his work contains many things confirmatory ot the 
sacred record which was brought forth from the Hill of Cu- 
morah, under the guidance of divine revelation. 

"The Calendar Stone of the ancient Mexicans, with other 
relics, was, in December, 1790, dug up in the Plaza Major of the 
City of Mexico, and is now built into the wall of the Cathedral 
oi that City, where it can be seen by passers by. It is a rectan- 
gular block of porphyry, thirteen feet one inch square, of the 
enormous estimated weight of twenty-four tons. Its face is 
most elaborately carved with geometrical precision, as recog- 
nized by Humboldt and others, and its symbols and hieroglyph- 
ics have been deciphered by the learned. It is found to be a 

calendar of the ancient people of Mexico, with the days, 
months, years, cycles, etc., and other mforma&wv sach as is 
generally associated with such works, TecoT<te& Wrararo.. 
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"Without an engraving it would be more likely to confuse 
the reader than otherwise if an attempt were here made to ex- 
plain its multitudinous hieroglyphics. It is the outside circles 
of these symbols, only, which now claim our attention. In 
this is represented the national cycle of fifty-two years. With 
regard to it Mr. Short remarks (page 458) : 

•' ' To return to Prof. Valentine's investigations, it will be ob- 
served that there are twenty-four of the cycle symbols, two of 
which are nearly hidden under the helm plumes. The product 
of twenty-four and fifty -two gives us a period of 1 ,248 years. But 
what have we to do with this result? The triangular shaped fig- 
ures which point to the central tablet cut at the top of the stone, 
indicate that we must make a calculation and it remains for us 
to interpret the symbol. It is recognizable as the sign Acatl 
accompanied by the number thirteen; a year, which, according 
to the authentic tables of reduction, corresponds to the year 
1479, A. p.; a date which is confirmed as being the year in 
which the Calendar Stone was finished and set up in the great 
pyramid of Mexico, by the statement of the native writer Tezo* 
zomoc, that its author, King Axaycatl, became ill from his ex- 
ertions at the tragic celebrations of the completion of the tem- 
ple and lived scarcely .a year, at the same time fixing the date 
in 1480. If we subtract 1248 years from the known date 1479, 
A. D., we have the year 231 A. D.; a date which no doubt marks 
the beginning of the national era of the Nahuas and probably 
designates the year of their arrival in Mexico by the ports 
Tampeco, Xicalanco and Bacalar.' 

"Now let us turn to the Book of Mormon and find what is 
there stated with regard to the year 'which no doubt marks the 
beginning of the national era of the Nahuas.'

"Can it possibly be claimed as a mere coincidence that the 
Nahua nation, one of the most important and in former years 
one of the strongest and most intelligent branches of the La- 
manite race, should date the commencement of its national ex- 
istence from the exact year of this great division of the people? 
Its historians would undoubtedly, as all nations are prone to 
do, date back their origin as a separate people as far as possible, 
to give the glamor of antiquity to their race; and thus we find 
them taking advantage of the very first opportunity and ming- 
ling their traditions with the authentic annals of the inspired 
historians.
